- In compliance with the law, which makes it the duty of 
the Attorney-General to report to the Legislature the con- 
dition of the public service as administered in his office, I 
have the honor to submit a report of the affairs of this of- 
fice since my appointment by the Governor on January 28d, 
1893, the date of the resignation of Hon. T. M. Miller, my 
predecessor. 
- The accompanying. Table, No. 1, embraces all of the orig- 
inal causes pending in the Supreme Court on January 28d, 
1893, and those brought since that time, and up to the date 
of this report. . 

This statement includes all cases. pending at the date of 
this report, as well as those disposed of, and shows such 
particulars relating to each case as are necessary and proper 
to be stated. M ) 

Table No. 2, contains a classification of the criminal causes 
according to the nature of the offence, as swell as the dispo- 
sition of each. ;

EXEMPTIONS FROM TAXATION. 


In the civil causes of the Louisville, New Orleans & Texas 
Rail Road Company, and the Natchez, Jackson & Columbus Rau 
Road Company, .against James W. Lambert, Tax Collector of = 
Adams county, on appeal from the Chancery Court of Adams 
county to the Supreme’ Court, the question involved was 
the exemption from taxation of the property of the N. J. & 
C. R. R. Co., which was purchased recently by the L. N. O. 

& T. R. R. Company. 

The exemption contained in the 21st Section of the Act of 
July 20,1870, incorporating the Mobile & Northwestern Rail 
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Road Company, was extended to the Natchez, Jackson & 
Columbus Railroad by the terms of its charter, 

The L. N. O. & T. Railroad Company purchased the road- 
bed, equipment and entire property of the N, J. & C. R. R. 
Co., and the question in the case, decided by the Supreme 
Court, was that this immunity from taxation passed to the 
L. N. O. & T. R. R. Co. by its act of purchase. 

lt was also decided by the Supreme Conrt that this ox- 
emption of the property of the N. J. & C. R. R. Co. passed 
to the Y. & M. V. R. R. Co. by its subsequent consolidation 
with the L. N. O. T. R. R. Company. 

In this connection I will state, that, in compliance with 


"the request of Hon. W. W. Stone, Auditor of Publio Ac- 


counts, I examined into the general question of the exemp- 
tions from taxation of the Y. & M. V. R. R. Co., and reached 
the conclusion that the following portions of the lines of 
railway operated by said Company are exempt from taxa- 
tion, viz: 

1. The main line of the L. N.O. & T..R. R. from the Ten- 
nessee line to the Louisiana line. 

2. "The lines from Riverside Junction to Hampton; from 
Lamont to Coahoma; and from Clarksdale to Minter City. 

3. The N. J. & C. R. R., from Natchez to Jackson. 

And the following lines of railway of the Y. & M. V. R. 


_ RB. Co., are not exompt from taxation, viz: 


1. The lines from Hampton to Wilzinsky and from Hunt- 
ington to Leland. ~ 

2. The line of the Y. & M. V. R. R., from Jaekson to 
Greenwood. 

The Company claims exemption for tbe line from G]en- 
dale to Eagle's Nest, but doubting the validity of the claim 
I advised that the taxes should be demanded and this ques- 
tion left to the decision of the courts. 

This Railroad Company also claims an exemption from 
taxation for the telegraph lines owned by the Company 
operated on those portions of the railway lines of the L. N. 


:Q. & T. R. R. Co., which are exempt from taxation. This 


question depends upon the use made of the telegrapn lines, 
and whether they are used exclusively for the railroad busi- 
ness of the company, or whether they are used in whole or 
in part fora telegraph business for the public. This is & 
question and contention which should be adjudicated by the 
courts, and I have so advised the Auditor. 


THE HEMINGWAY SUIT, 


A judgment was rendered in favor of the State. at. the 
January Term, 1891, of the Circuit Court for the First Dis-, 


———— 
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trict of Hinds county against W. L. Hemingway, ex-Treas- 
urer of the State, and the sureties on his bond, for $82,600.00, 
Hemingway, before the suit was commenced, had made a 
conveyance of his property to O. J. Waite, of Jackson, as 
Trustee for his sureties, and for their personal indemnity, 
After bringing an action in the lower court on the bond, 
Mr. Miller-filed a bill in equity in the Chancery Court for the 
First District of Hinds county, to subject this trust property 
to the payment of that part of the debt due to the State not 
covered by the official bond, the penalty of the bond being 
much less than the defalcation, which latter amounted to 
more than $300,000.00. The Chancellor decided, and his de- 
cision was afterwards affirmed by the Supreme Court, on 


appeal, that the sureties were entitled to have the full amount - 


of the trust property applied for their benefit, and in the 
first instance to that part of the {debt for which they were 
liable. And accordingly, all the credits, arising from sales 
of the trust property have been so applied. 

A considerable amount of the irust property has been sold, 
all indeed that could be sold up to this date, and the proceeds 
applied to the judgment. The sureties have made various 
payments. The partial payments-are as follows:

The balance due, not including interest, being the sum of 
$11, 850. . M 

The Trustee has property consisting mainly of a farm in 
Rankin county and a plantation in the Delta on hand and 
unsold, ample in value to cover this balance, but notwith- 
standing continuous efforts he has been unable to sell at any 
poe owing to the great financial depression of the country. 
For this reason, with the approval of the Governor, I have 
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not pressed the sureties with executions. I think the bal- 
ance due will be paid within sixty or ninety days. In the 
meantime the debt is amply secured. Ps 


THE TAX ON COTTON. 


Under the existing law, Code of 1892, section 3744, par- 
agraph (i), all tarm products, including cotton, are exempt 
from taxation while in the hands of the producers. At the 
request of the Auditor of the State, I expressed an opinion 
in respect to the taxability of cotton in the hands of pur- 
chasers, which is appended to this report. It will be seen 
that the revenue law in respect to this chief product of ex: 
port from the State, works unequally and without uniformity, 
and taxation falls upon all cotton owned by purchasers on the 
first day of February of each year and held by them on that 
date, within the limits of the State, while cotton acquired 
by purchasers after February first, and shipped during the 
year, as well as cotton purchased and shipped out of the 
State prior to February first and owned by purchasers on, 
storage outside of the State on February first, escapes tax- 
ation. It is obvious that a tax on cotton in the hands of 
purchasers necessarily affects injuriously the interests of 
the producer. The actual intention may have been to ex- 
empt this product entirely, but the revenue laws aré not 80. 

* framed at present as to make such intention effectual. 

In making the assessments it has been found difficult to 
avoid double taxation in the case of merchants taking cot- 
ton in payment of debts contracted in their mercantile busi- 
ness. This, and the inequality of tlie operation of the law, 
as well as the considerations in respect to the -wisdom of 
taxing the chief agrieultural produet and export of the . 
State, suggest the propriety of calling attention to the prac: 
tical working of the revenue law as it now stands. 


GEORGIA PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

A suit was brought by Hon. Wirt Adams, State Revenue 
Agent, against this Railroad Company for the taxes of 1891, 
the company claiming an exemption from taxation. This: 
suit was removed to the United States Court at Aberdeen. 

. Afterwards the company, by bills in equity in the Federal 
Court at Aberdeen, enjoined the tax collectors of the differ- 
ent counties through which the road passes, from the col. 
lection of the taxes for the year 1892, upon the claim of 
an exemption which extended to the year 1900. "E 

Decrees have been entered in these causes, with the sanc- 
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tion and approval of the Governor, upon a basis by which 
the taxes for 1891 are conceded by ihe State.and counties, 
and the Railroad Company for that consideration has re- 
leased all claim to exemptions for the year 1892 and forever 
thereafter, and the property of the Company is thus placed 
upon the tax lists of the State and counties and along and 
tedious litigation in the Federal Courts, with appeal to the 
United States Supreme Conrt, is thus avoided. 

The legal questions involved in the controversy are doubt- 
ful, and the adjustment is, from every point oi view, advan- 
tageous to the State, and at the same time satisfactory to the 
Company. The taxes thus assured to the State, for the 
period of exemption claimed by the Company, approximate 
the sum of half a million of dollars. -` l 


GENERAL DUTIES OF THE OFFICE. 


By the laws of 1892, the duties of this office. have been 
greatly enlarged and increased. The Attorney-General is. 
required by the present law, in addition to all the former: 
duties, to advise the. Boards of Supervisors in all matters 
touching their duties, and the interests of the counties, 
whenever called upon, and to examine all applicatioas made: 
to the Governor for charters. . 

The addition.of thése duties have largely increased the 
work of: the office. a, 

‘Every inquiry and question submitted to me have been: 


replied to, and I have given attention to a great number of. 


inquiries and, requests made by officials throughout the State 
not strictly within the legal requirements of this office. 


. BUGGESTIONS.. 


The present law directs the Attorney-General in his re- 


port to make suggestions as he may deem proper for the 


improvement of the public service, and accordingly the 
following are respectfully submitted for the consideration 
of the Legislature. AD i 

l.. Under the law regulating appeals to the Supreme 
Court, in criminal cases, in cases of defendants who are un- 
able to give a bond tor costs, the appeal is made to operate 
as a supercedeas upon the filing of an affidavit that the defend- 
ant is impecunious and unable io give bond, The effect of 
the law is that the accused person remains in jail pending 
the appeal at the expense of the county. Under the former 


law, when a, bond for ‘costs and jail fees was not given the 


appeal did not supercede the sentence of the lower court, 
and pending the appeal, the appellant was kept at the State 
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Prison, as a State convict. The law only applies to the 
poorer class of citizens. As a matter of economy it would 
be better to have these prisoners in this class of cases sent 
to the Penitentiary pending their appeal. And as a matter 
of humanity, I am confident their condition would be better 
than in the county jail, especially in view of the considera- 
tion that only one year of the convict-leasing system re- 
mains, after which time the State convicts must be exclu- 
sively brought under direct State control. 

I therefore suggest the former law in this respect be re- 
stored in all appeals in criminal cases, except capital felo- 
nies. 

(2) In the criminal practice the law should be so amend- 
ed as to require the defendant to except at the time when ' 
the Court instruets the jury, to all charges granted for the 
State which he desires to object to, and also to the refusal 
of the Court to grant any charge asked by the defendant. 

(8) The law regulating appeals in criminal cases should 
require the assignment of errors to be filed with the Circuit 
Clerk at the time the appeal is taken, and forwarded with 
the transcript of the record to the Supreme Court. 

(4) In all appeals in criminal cases the law should be 
amended so as to require the Circuit Judge, instead of incor- 
porating the entire evidence in & bill of exceptions, to make 
a finding of the facts in writing, which will constitute the 
' facts of the case on the trial of the appeal in the Supreme 
Court; except in special cases where the trial judge will 
certify that in his opinion it is necessary for the Supreme 
Court to examine the testimony with a view of determining 
the question whether the verdict is warranted by the evi- 
dence, and in such cases the substance of the testimony of 
each witness should be clearly and briefly stated in the bil. 
of exceptions. This will remedy the present practice of 
sending to the Supreme Court records filled with immaterial 
matter, e. 

(5) Within the past year there have been two murders 
committed in the State prison by convicts under life sen- 
tence. Isuggest that the present law be amended so as to 
provide in such future homicides committed by life convicts 
in the State prison it shall not be left to the discretion of 
the jury to commute the penalty from death toimprisonment 
for life. 

(6) I respectfully suggest the repeal of the law which 
provides for the trial of county convicts before the Sheriff 
of the county for an escape, and requiring him on the order 
of the sheriff to work out the expenses of his recapture, as 
liable to abuse and of doubtful constitutionality. ~- -~ 

(T) The jails in many of the counties ot the State are : 
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crowded with persons convicted of misdemeenors and petty 
offenses, some serving terms of imprisonment and others 
held for ihe non-payment of fines and costs. The expense 
of keeping these prisoners is a heavy burden to the counties. 
In the great majority of cases these persons are impecunious. 

In many of the counties it seems not to be practicable or 
expedient to lease the county convicts. 

I respectfully suggest that the powers of the Boards of 
Supervisors might be extended so as to provide for the dis- 
charge by the Board, in special cases, of county prisoners 
serving a sentence of imprisonment, or for costs and fine, 
after the prisoner had served a certain period, to be fixed 
by law. The discretionary powers thus granted could be 
regulated by statute. 

The law of 1857, Code of 1857, art. 810, p. 536, with ita pro- 
visions simplified, might be restored, so as to allow county 
prisoners committed for the non-payment of fine and costs 
to be discharged, after & certain period of imprisonment, 
upon proot of insolvency and inability to pay the fine an 
costs. . : > 

(8) The frequency of mob violence displayed in the 
lynching of persons accused of crime, invites attention with 
the view of providing, if possible, a remedy for this evil, 
and for the more effectual administration of the criminal 
law. , . 

The excuse offered for this form of lawlessness is that the 
methods of legal procedure. are too slow, and the uncertain- 
ties of delay sre too great to insure conviction and punish- 
ment, and are inadequate for the suppression of the gravest 
class of felonies. 

I respectfully suggest that a special term of the Circuit 
Court should be provided, to be convened in the ¢ounty im- 
mediately upon the commission of a capital felony, for the 
trial of the person ‘accused of the crime. Every constitu- 
tional right of the accused, and every safeguard now pro- 
vided by law for the protection of his just rights could. be: 
fally preserved. 

To provide against inconvenience to the public service: 
in an exigency, a circuit judge outside of the district might 
be specially assigned, or a special: judge might be commis- 
sioned to hold the special term. 

(9) Owing to the largely increased duties of the Attor- 
ney General, the office should be provided with some cler- 
ical facilities. This could be done by providing for an As- 
sistant Attorney General, as is done in many of the States, 
' or by providing for the appointment of a clerk. Or, if afee 
of $5 was allowed for each charter of incorporation exam- 
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ined by the Attorney General, to be paid by the corporation, 
with this additional compensation the necessary clerical 
assistance could be provided for the office,

Deak Sig: In accordance with your request, I have ex- 
amined the question stated by Mr. M. H. Webb, assessor of 
Amite county, “whether or not cotton shipped, but still 
owned by a merchant or merchants is subject to taxation, in. 
the county where ihe holder and owner resides and who did 
not produce the same.” 

Section 8744 of the Code of 1892, exempts from all taxa- 
tion “all farm products raised in this State in the hands of 
the producer.” This exception is expressly confined to the 
product while in the hands of the producer, Cotton is 
clearly within the terms of the exemption, and while in the 
hands of the producer is non-taxable. After it leaves the 
. hands of the purchaser, it becomés subject to taxation like 

any other taxable property in the State, and according to 
the general provisions otlaw relating to the subject of 
the assessments of property and the levy and collection of 
taxes. 

Section 3754 provides that the assessment of personal 
property shall be made annually. between the first day of 
February and the first Monday in June, by !he County 
Assessor. 

Section 3755 fixes the precise date of the ownership of 
personal property by the tax-payer for purposes of taxation 

_and requires the tax-payer to render a list of all property 
owned: by him on the first day of February preceding the 
assessments. The assessments are thus made as of the first 
day of February of each year. _ 

In this manner all the personal property in the State is sub- 
ject annually to taxation, irrespective ofthe question of own- 
ership, and at the same time by thus fixing the time, in' this : 
manner double taxation is avoided. l 

Cotton, as long as it is held by the producer, is exempt 
irom taxation, and when sold by the purchaser becomes sub- 
ject to assessment under the terms of the general statute. ` 

- E have enumerated, viz: Section 8755 of the Code, 


r 
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` 2. Cotton owned by a purchaser on the first day of Feb- 
ruary, and located in the State on that day, should be in- 
cluded jn his assessment and taxed. 

8. Bnt if such purchaser bought the cotton from the pro- 
ducer after the first day of February, it should not be in- 
cluded in his assessment, ; 

4, And if'the purchaser had bought the cotton prior to 
the first of February and had shipped it outside of the State 
prior to the first of February and it was owned by him on 
that day, but unsold and actually located beyond the limits 
of the State, having been shipped in the usual course of 
trade and not to evade the revenue laws of the State, such 
property thus situated in another State would not be taxable 
under the laws of Mississippi. i 

5, Again, if the cotton had been purchased, shipped 
abroad and sold prior to the first day of February and the 
proceeds placed to the credit of the Mississippi tax-payer by 
his commission merchant or broker, the solvent credit thus 


existing and owned by the tax-payer on February 1st, would | 


be subject to assessment and taxation in Mississippi as a sol- 
vent credit. - 

The distinction between the solvent credit and the actual 
cotton located beyond the limits of the State, rests upon the 
rule that the credit or debt has no situs of its own and there- 
fore attaches to the domicile of the owner, while personal 
property is capable of & situs of its own which is determined 
by its actual ‘position. 

I am not sure that this interpretation is according to the 
actual. contemplation of the Legislature, or that the case 
actually presented in these aspects was considered by the 
Legislature, and the conclusion jnow.resched may not have 
been -anticipated by the Legislature, but construing the dif- 
ferent provisions of the law I can come to no other conclu- 
sion. lf such products were subject, ipso facto, upon a sale, 
to taxation, clearly the tax would be taken out of the price 
and the burden would fall upon the producer. 

The real purpose. may have been to relieve the cotton 
produced in the State, and farm products from all taxation, 
but this would necessarily rest upon the presumption that 
these products, would be marketable and shipped abroad 


before the first day of February, a presumption not in. 


accordance with the facts. 
You will see, ifthe views I have expressed are correct, 
that the revenue laws will have but a limited operation upon 


the cotton crops of the State. + 


Let me observe further, that I have considered this ques- 
tion as complicated with another inquiry or question that 
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might arise under Section 8761 in respect to “ capital em- 
ployed in merchandise” which is taxable under this section, 
as such. But when special cases involving such complica- ' 
tions arise, they should be so dealt with as to avoid -double 
taxation against a merchant holding cotton in the State on 
February Ist, which taken for collections represents in part 
his capital employed in merchandise.
